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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap 

between the steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: 

A) The claim omits to describe the steps of forming plurality of electrode plates in 
view of describing the formation of a single electrode plate layer. Unclear is if said 
plurality of plates are derivatives of said "electrode plate" or different pieces all together. 

B) The claim fails to describe how the second plurality of vias communicate with 
said middle ground shielding layer when they are formed at the laminated first dielectric 
layer formed at the top of the structure. There is no description of how the contact 
between the holes and the middle conductor is formed through the first dielectric layer 
when there is another element; said electrode plate is in between. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The method of fomriing a capacitor as described in claim 9 fails to form the 
intended capacitor because of indefinite elements in the structure. 

The expression in paragraph 4 of claim 9 is not clear for a person skilled in the 
art to understand in the making of a capacitor. The structural relationship between the 
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claimed elements in the paragraph is undefined and thus impossible to relate in the 
absence of positional relationship of the elements in the overall structure. 

The expression in claim 9, paragraph 5 also suffers from similar problem. 
Nothing is clear as to how the connection between said middle layer and said second 
plurality of vias is established specially in the presence of a mediating element, said 
electrode plates in between. 

The last paragraph in the daim is unclear as to where and how the formation of 
said second dielectric layer is established at the bottom surface of said core dielectric 
layer in the presence of the other plates in the structure and the existence of said fourth 
metal layer at the bottom surface of said core dielectric layer (see paragraph 5 of the 
claim). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Refer to PN: 5,706,067. 
Claims 1-8 have been allowed.
